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Negro Pilot 
Case Reversed 
by High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 


Supreme Court ruled unanimous- 
ly today, in the case of a Negro 
seeking a job as an airline pilot, 
that the states may forbid dis- 
criminatory hiring practices by 
interstate carriers. 


The decision set aside a ruling 


•js by the Colorado Supreme Court. 


This is the background of the 


case: 


Marlon D. Green, 33, a former 


Air Force captain, in 1957 sought 
a job with Continental Air Lines 
Inc., Denver, Colo. The Negro 
said Continental in an examination 
found he was qualified but he was 
not given employment! White men 
who also were tested got jobs, 


a Green related, although he had 


more flying experience. 


Green complained to the Colo- 


rado Anti discrimination Commis- 
sion which ordered Continental to 
enroll Green at first opportunity 
in its next pilot-training class. 


Colorado's Supreme Court over- 


turned the state commission or- 
der, holding that the commission 
lacked authority over Continental 
because it is an interstate carrier. 


' Green and the commission next 


appealed to the high tribunal. 


The supreme Court 
decision 


means 
the commission can pro- 


ceed to enforce its order againsl 
the airline.

German Issue 
Over Ban Talks

MILAN, Italy, (AP) - Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev warned to- 
day that settlement of the prob 
lem of divided Germany, and es- 
pecially Berlin, must take prece- 
dence 
over 
disarmament 
and 


other burning world issues. 


Only if this East-West question 


is solved, he told the newspaper 
II Giorno, would others fall into 
place. 


Khrushchev blamed the United 


States for everything going wrong, 
and especially the deadlocked dis 
armament negotiations. 


If the United States would just 


accept the Soviets' word without 
nsisting on inspections, the pre- 
mier said, an agreement to end 
nuclear tests could easily be nego 
;iated. 


He also repeated the Soviet 


threat, made before at Geneva, to 
withdraw its offer of two or three 
nuclear inspections a year if the 
United States continued to insist 
on seven or eight. 


He himself, said 
Khrushchev, 


did not believe in God, but those 
who did—obviously meaning Pres- 
ident Kennedy — had the moral 
duty not to build nuclear wcap 
ons. 


The Soviet chieftain denounced 


Lhc stationing of nuolcar subma- 
•ines to the Mediterranean, "al 
most under the walls of the Vatic- 
an," despite the peace pleas of 
Pope John XXIII. 


He claimed the subs and the 


U.S. insistence on sending nu 
clear warheads to Canada were 
intended to divert any Soviet re 
prisals from the United States to 
its allies. 


Khrushchev's giving an inter 


view to an Italian newsman was 
considered strategically timed to 
affect the Italian parliamentary 
elections next Sunday. II Giorno 
is owned by the state oil-compan. 
and supports, Pietro.Nenni's left 
wing Socialists. 


In Washington, U.S. official 


said they found nothing particular 
ly new in Khrushchev's state- 
ments. The last foreign newsman 
to interview him was Canadian 
publisher Roy Thomson on Feb. 9. 


On what he considered the key 


question of world peace, Khrush- 
chev said: 


"The tension in the center of 


Europe can not be eliminated 
without the conclusion of a Ger- 
man peace treaty and the normal- 
ization on this basis of the situa-

York said the first substantial 
rain in the stricken area is ex 
pected in Pennsylvania and Mary 
land tonight. 


Showers were forecast for today 


in parts of Pennsylvania, Coiv 
necticut, upper New York State 
and Virginia. 


Three members of a New Jer- 


sey family were missing. Police 
said theyi may have burned to 
death when a forest fire engulfed 
their, home.

Emergency crews moved from 


one scarred spot to another to re- 
store electricity, telephone serv- 
ice and water supplies. 


Emergency shelters were pro- 


vided for many families. Others 
were taken in by relatives and 
friends. 


From Maine to Virginia, thou- 


sands of firemen fought blazes. 
Most of the fires were reported 
extinguished or under control to- 
day. 


More than 350 homes were de- 


stroyed or badly damaged and 
about 300,000 acres were black-

fires, 


whipped by high winds, on New 
York City's Staten Island and in 
New Jersey.

he Fidel Castro regime have 
>een promised freedom today and 
a plane trip to the United States. 


James B. Donovan, New York 


attorney who has been active in 
Cuban prisoner negotiations for 
months, announced Sunday that 


• Castro government agreed to 


release all Americans in its jails. 


Between 20 and 27 Americans 


arc believed to be affected. Many 
have been prisoners 
for more 


than 
three years, Most were 


charged with counterrevolutionary 
activity. 


Donovan said he would return 


with the Americans aboard a Pan 
American Airways plane assigned 
to carry about 24,000 pounds of 
medicines and other ransom goods 
to Cuba. 


Donovan announced also that 


another 1,000 refugees will be al- 
lowed to leave Cuba this week, 
aboard the ransom ship American 
Surveyor, possibly on Friday. 


Donovan called release of the 


Americans "an action of clemen- 
cy on the part of the Cuban gov- 
ernment" and indicated this may 
be his last mercy mission to Cas- 
tro's island. 


"It does not involve any further 


pledges of drugs, medicines or 
:>aby food to the Cuban people," 
Donovan said. 


Donovan flew to Havana Saturj 


day aboard a DC6 airliner char- 
tered by the American Red Cross. 
The plane carried 15,400 pounds 
of ransom food and drugs prom- 
ised Castro when he released the 
1,113 Bay of Pigs invasion prison- 
ers last December. 


Donovan said that in addition to 


the American prisoners and the 
1,000 
refugees being brought to 


Florida this week, other releases 
may follow.
